TWA Is Negotiating 


NEW YORK (AP) — Bomb 


threats interrupted air travel in 
several parts of the nation 
Thursday in the aftermath of a 
plot in which extortionists 
planted bombs on two Trans 
World Airlines jetliners and de- 
manded $2 million ransom. 


Extraordinary security pre- 


cautions were in effect on TWA 
and other airlines after a so- 
phisticated bomb exploded in 
the cockpit of an unoccupied 
TWA jet in Las Vegas Wednes- 
day. A bomb was found in the 
cockpit of a TWA plane at New 
York's Kennedy airport Tues- 
day and defused. 


Neither TWA nor federal au- 


thorities would comment on a 
report Wednesday by the New 
York Daily News that TWA 
was 
negotiating 
with 
ex- 


tortionists or on a report Thurs- 
day by the New York Post that 
TWA had lost contact with the 
extortionists.

Bomb threats caused one air- 


liner to make an unscheduled 
landing at Richmond, Va., to be 
searched, delayed two others 
on the ground in Flint, Mich., 
and Miami, Fla., and forced 
the evacuation of the Reno, 
Nev., airport. No bombs were 
found.

Columnist Says Kleindienst 
Unfit to Be Atty. General

WASHINGTON (AP) — Col- 


umnist Jack Anderson told Sen- 
ate investigators today that 
Richard G. Kleindienst is unfit 
to be attorney general because 
he is not a "man who under- 
stands the law and respects the 
truth."

ing Atty. Gen. Kleindienst 
played a major role in settle- 
ment of three antitrust suits 
against the International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Corp., An- 
derson testified to the Judiciary 
Committee.

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Voter Registration Plan 
Would Topple Barriers

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate is considering the fate 
of a major national voter-regis- 
tration bill intended to knock 
down voting barriers for mil- 
lions but besieged by argu- 
ments it would lead to wide- 
spread fraud. 


The bill would set up the reg- 


istration of all potential and eli- 
gible voters through a postcard 
system supervised by the U.S. 
Census Bureau. 


A band of senators led by 


Sen. Sam Ervin, D-N.C., is at- 
tempting to refer the legislation 
to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, where it would be con- 
sidered likely to disappear- 
perhaps permanently. 


In its present form, the bill 


was shaped by the Senate Post 
Office Committee, which has 
jurisdiction not over elections 
but rather the Census Bureau 
and the Postal Service. 


That committee's chairman, 


Sen. Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., 
said 
the 
47 million eligible 


Americans who did not vote in 
1968 outnumber the 43 million 
who did vote for President Nix- 
on. 


It is a simple administrative 


procedure to help potential vot- 
ers register, McGee said. 


The vast majority of those 


not registered, he said, "are 
largely those on the bottom end 
of the social and economic lad- 
der in this country."

Terry Sanford of 
North Carolina, says he was 
compelled to run despite the 
odds because he isn't satisfied 
that any of the other candidates 
"will do what needs to be 
done." 


The 54-year-old president of 


Duke University told a news 
conference in Durham Wednes- 
day: "There comes a time in a 
man's life, despite the odds, 
when he is compelled to do 
what he thinks should be done, 
be it personal, public or politi- 
cal. That time has come for 
me." 


Sanford gained a reputation 


during his term as governor 
from 1961-65 as a Southern pro- 
gressive 
who insistituted a 


number of reforms and in- 
novations in the state educa- 
tional system, including crea- 
tion of special programs for gif- 
ted children, the poor and those 
interested in the arts. 


He was considered a moder- 


ate on civil rights and helped 
establish the North Carolina 
Fund, a five-year experimental 
antipoverty project supported 
by the Ford Foundation. 


Prohibited from seeking a 


second term, Sanford practiced 
law briefly before going to 
Duke to direct a comprehensive 
study of the potential role of 
state governments. 


He remained active in poli- 


tics, seconded the nomination 
of Hubert H. Humphrey at the 


1968 Democratic National Con- 
vention and was considered a 
likely vice-presidential choice 
before Humphrey picked Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine. 


Sanford was named president 


of Duke in 1969. 


In other political develop- 


ments, with the Florida pri- 
mary less than a week away, 
most of the candidates were al- 
ready campaigning in the Sun- 
shine State or on their way 
south.

Pioneer Water Mill 
Nearing Completion 


POINT LOOKOUT, Mo. (AP) 


— A pioneer water mill nearing 
completion at the School of the 
Ozarks features antique equip- 
ment collected from throughout 
Missouri 
and 
neighboring 


states. 


Among the oldest and more 


spectacular artifacts are nu- 
merous 
massive 
wooden 


beams, moved to the site from 
Carthage, 
Mo., 
where they 


were removed from a Morrow 
Milling Co. plant in 1966. 
'' TW history of the beams- 
some measuring 13, others 10 
inches square—predates by at 
least 25 years the 20th Century 
in Carthage; 
an inscription 


carved into one of them is evi- 
dence they predate their use in 
Carthage by perhaps another 
half century or more. 


The inscription reads, "Nov. 


14, 1803." There were no mills 
nor millers in the Southwest 
Missouri area earlier than 1830- 
35 when the first white settlers 
arrived. 


The Carthage beams were 


given to W. D. Cameron, re- 
tired miller who is co-ordinat- 
ing the Point lookout project, 
by Tom Morrow, vice president 
and treasurer of the Morrow 
Milling Co., formerly the Norris 
Grain Co. Cameron, a longtime 
friend of the Morrows, received 
the timbers while touring the 
region in search of pioneer 
equipment for the Mill of the 
Ozarks. 


A reference apparently was 


made to the beams in 1883 by a 


county historian who, in de- 
scribing construction of a pio- 
neer mill erected in 1874 by 
Henry C. Cowgill, said it was 
"constructed 
of very heavy 


timbers." 


The new mill, expected to be 


completed sometime in the 
spring, will be 30 by 80 feet at 
the base and three stories tall. 
Construction is of stone for the 
first story and rough-cut fire- 
proofed siding for upper sto- 
r i e s . •

The Carthage beams, being 


used for the frame, are being 
mortised and pegged in the tra- 
dition of the early period when 
iron fasteners were rare. 


The mill is being financed 


with the aid of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hubert Edwards of Kansas City 
as a joint venture with the 
Ralph Foster Museum on the 
college campus. The builder, 
Harding Wyman, is being as- 
sisted by students and Cam- 
eron, who has collected virtual- 
ly all the basic materials. 


Cameron has been attempting 


to collect some object—even if 
only a foundation stone—from 
every known mill in South Mis- 
souri for use in the new mill, 
which will be put to use by pro- 
ducing white and yellow corn- 
meal, whole wheat, rye, buck- 
wheat and rice flour. 


It will be operated with pow- 


er supplied by runoff water 
from I\ake Honor, activating a 
12-foot overshot wheel and wa- 
ter turbine dating back from 
the early 1800s.

Says Pakistan Arms a Nonissue

WASHINGTON (AP) - State 


Department officials say Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
raised a nonissue when she 
claimed the United States plans 
to rearm Pakistan. 


"All of these decisions re- 


garding arms continue to be 
left unmade," said one U.S. au- 
thority. "India's military is in 
high gear and they are not 
wanting for Soviet military aid. 


"If we ever heard of a non- 


issue, this is it." 


At a Calcutta political rally 


Tuesday, Mrs. 
Gandhi 
pre- 


dicted the United States is go- 
ing to rearm Pakistan. And she 
angrily denied a statement by 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers in his foreign-policy re- 
port to Congress that India 
must bear the main responsi- 
bility for the 
Indian-Pakistani 


war last December. 


She said the war began be- 


cause Pakistan attacked Ii dia. 


Indian authorities here and in 


New Delhi have been upset 


since the end of President Nix- 
on's China visit earlier this 
month that some 
agreement 


may have been reached be- 
tween the United States and 
China for rearming Pakistan. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 


took up this theme at a Senate 
Foreign Relations committee 
hearing Wednesday at which 
Rogers was the main witness. 


Church said rumors are cir- 


culating that the pressure is 
building up for the United 
States to renew its military-as- 
sistance program to Pakistan. 


"I don't know of any pres- 


sures," Rogers retorted. 


"I heard the government of 


Pakistan had made such a re- 
quest," Church continued. 


Rogers noted that after the 


1965 Indian-Pakistani war, the 
United States placed an arms 
embargo on sales to India and 
Pakistan. There was a small 
spare-parts program during the 
intervening years, he said, but 
"we have no present plan for 
renewing even the spare-parts 


program." 


Church said he was in India 


when reports came that a very 
small shipment of U.S. arms 
was being sent to Pakistan. De- 
spite its small size, most In- 
dians took this to mean that the 
United States was resuming the 
arming of Pakistan. 


"I wish we would stop giving 


arms in the future to India, 
Pakistan and to Bangladesh 
where we have an opportunity 
to make a clean start," he said.

The concessions come in the 


wake of manufacturers' pleas 
for a one-year reprieve from 
the standards spelled out in the 
1970 Clean Air Act, which de- 
creed a 90-per-cent cut in auto 
pollutants. 


The latest move was spelled 


out in a letter from EPA Ad- 
ministrator William D. Ruck- 
elshaus to Chrysler Corp., with 
copies distributed to other auto- 
makers. The letter was dated 
Feb. 
8, about four weeks after 


50 government and industry of- 
ficials met at the Western 
White House to discuss 
the 


standards. 


h the letter, Ruckelshaus 


suggested easing regulations on 
a catalytic-converter system, a 


filtering method, and per- 
mitting automakers to measure 
average emission levels rather 
than guaranteeing that every 
new car meets standards. 


Softening the standard on the 


converter 
system 
has 
been 


identified in House hearings as 
one of the subjects discussed at 
the San Clemente meeting. 


Ruckelshaus' 
office 
denied 


that the San Clemente meeting 
was related to the Feb. 8 letter. 


But Rep. Paul G. Rogers, D- 


Fla., called the San Clemente 
conference "the opening of a 
concerted and organized drive 
to weaken the Clean Air Act." 


The catalytic-converter sys- 


tem filters exhaust gas through 
metal, such as platinum, to 
strain out harmful elements.

suit preference signal en- 
ables him to tell his partner 
to make that lead. 


East returns the nine of 


hearts. West ruffs, notes that 
his partner has led back a 
nigh heart and leads back 
the higher of the two suits 
he must 
choose between. 


East takes his ace of dia- 
monds, gives his partner an- 
other ruff and leaves the 
declarer 
tearing his hair 


in frustration. 


If East held the ace of 


clubs 
he 
would have re- 


turned the four of hearts to 
ask for the lower suit.

Cause Can't 
Be Determined 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion reported Tuesday that its 
investigators had been unable 
to determine the primary cause 
of an explosion Feb. 2 in down- 
town Newport that demolished 
or destroyed six buildings and 
caused $2 million damage. 


The report of the Pipeline 


Safety Division of the PSC dis- 
counted the possibility that the 
rupture of a four-inch cast iron 
main in the explosion area was 
the cause of the blast. 


The report said the rupture in 


the main most probably was 
caused by ground shock wave 
action from the explosion and 
apparently was not a factor in 
the explosion itself. 


The investigators said no evi- 


dence was found that would 
substantiate that natural gas 
was leaking or had accumu- 
lated in the immediate vicinity 
prior to the explosion. 


They said they discovered no 


violation of the Arkansas Gas 
Pipeline Code and Minimum 
Federal Safety Standards. 


The report said operating and 


maintenance procedures follow- 
ed by Arkansas Louisiana Gas 
Co. before and after the ex- 
plosion complied with the code 
and standards. 


The investigators considered 


their probe complete, but said 
they would make a supplement- 
al report if additional informa- 
tion is discovered that would 
have a bearing on the results of 
the investigation.
